New  Buildings 
Ready  For  Fall 


Impressive  New  $2  Million  Teacher-Education  Center 


Three-Story,  $1.7  Million  Biological  Sciences  Building 


Physical  Education  Facility  Built  at  Cost  of  $1.2  Million 


The  beginning  of  Northwestern 
State  University's  86th  year  this 
fall  was  highlighted  by  the  open- 
ing of  new  buildings,  establishment 
of  new  academic  programs  and 
even  a  new  name. 

Northwestern's  university  status 
was  officially  recognized  this  sum- 
mer by  the  Louisiana  Legislature, 
and  the  name  of  the  institution 
was  changed  to  Northwestern  State 
University  of  Louisiana. 

Name  changes  are  nothing  new 
to  Northwestern,  which  is  the  old- 
est school  under  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  The  institution  was 
established  in  1884  as  State  Normal 
School.  There  were  three  faculty 
members  and  27  students. 

In  1918,  the  school  began  grant- 
ing four-year  degrees,  and  its  name 
was  changed  to  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College.  The  name  North- 
western State  College  has  been 
used  since  1944. 

New  students  at  Northwestern 
are  being  aided  this  fall  by  the 
newly-established  School  of  Basic 
Studies.  All  tirst-year  students  will 
be  in  the  new  school,  allowing  for 
more  individual  attention  and 
counseling. 

The  new  school  now  gives  North- 
western six  undergraduate  colleges 
— Business,  Education,  Science  and 
Technology,  Liberal  Arts,  Nursing 
and  Basic  Studies.  The  Northwest- 
ern Graduate  School,  one  of  the 
largest  in  Louisiana,  offers  mas- 
ter's, specialist's  and  doctor's  de- 
grees. 

Although  Northwestern  has  long 
been  known  for  its  tradition  and 
historical  richness,  the  institution 
is  also  a  picture  of  progress  in  the 
serene,  pine  tree  covered  hills  of 
Natchitoches,  oldest  settlement  in 
the  Louisiana  Purchase. 

Construction  projects  totaling 
more  than  $5  million  were  complet- 
ed this  summer.  Included  were  a 
$2  million  Teacher  Education  Cen- 
ter, $1.7  million  Biological  Sciences 
Building  and  $1.2  million  Physical 
Education  Building.  All  three  open- 
ed this  fall. 

Revolutionary  in  design  and  ap- 
pearance, the  Teacher-Education 
Center  is  actually  four  round  build-

Aviation  Science 
Program  Started 

Northwestern  has  established  an 
aviation  science  program  which 
went  into  effect  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  semester. 

Approved  by  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Administration,  the  program 
offers  study  leading  to  certified 
ratings  in  the  areas  of  private 
pilot  certificates,  commercial  pilot 
certificates,  instrument  ratings, 
flight  instructor  certificates,  in- 
strument flight  instructor  ratings, 
multi-engine  ratings  and  airline 
transport  ratings. 

In  announcing  establishment  of 
the  program.  President  Arnold  R. 
Klipatrick  said  aviation  science 
functions  under  the  Department  of 
Industrial  Education  and  Tech- 
nology in  the  College  of  Science 
and  Technology. 

Dr.  Rene  Bienvenu,  dean  of 
science  and  technology,  said  the 
program  consists  of  classroom  in-

ings  under  one  roof.  Completely 
air-conditioned  and  carpeted,  the 
building  includes  educational  facili- 
ties recommended  by  the  most  ad- 
vanced research  in  school  design. 

The  building,  located  on  the 
western  edge  of  the  university's 
916-acre  campus,  has  82,000  square 
feet  and  180  rooms. 

Northwestern's  three-story  Bio- 
logical Sciences  Building  has  120 
rooms  for  offices,  classes,  labora- 
tories and  other  uses.  Included  in 
the  structure  are  27  laboratories  for 
instruction  and  research. 

Williamson  Hall,  formerly  occu- 
pied by  the  biological  sciences  de- 
partment, will  become  the  center 
for  geology  and  agriculture  stu- 
dents. 

Health,  physical  education  and 
recreation  majors  will  utilize  the 
facilities  of  the  new  Physical  Edu- 
cation Building,  which  is  complete- 
ly air  conditioned  and  has  57,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area.  It  is 
located  near  the  new  dormitory- 
dining  complex  on  the  west  side  of 
the  campus. 

Included  in  the  building  are  four 
large  classrooms,  20  faculty  offices, 
two  regulation  basketball  courts, 
large  gymnastics  area,  modern 
dance  studio,  multipurpose  recrea- 
tion room,  conference  rooms  and 
dressing  areas. 

Students  at  the  university  this 
fall  will  also  witness  the  beginning 
of  work  on  a  $3  million  library. 
Three  frame  buildings  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  campus  have 
been  demolished  to  make  way  for 
the  library,  and  workmen  should 
begin  clearing  ground  during  the 
early  fall. 

Other  smaller  projects  were  also 
conducted  during  the  summer  to 
improve  the  university's  vast  phy- 
sical plant  before  the  fall  term. 
Several  older  buildings  were  air- 
conditioned,  and  parking  areas 
were  enlarged  and  improved. 


struction  and  on-site  flight  train- 
ing structured  into  a  23-semester 
hour  aviation   science   curriculum. 

The  Natchitoches  Airport  is  uti- 
lized as  the  flight  instruction  site. 
Planes  and  other  equipment  are 
leased  from  the  Natchitoches  Fly- 
ing Service. 

Raymond  Carney,  who  received 
his  master's  degree  from  North- 
western, is  director  of  the  aviation 
science  program.  He  is  also  chief 
flight  instructor  and  pilot  examin- 
er. 

Persons  interested  in  the  aviation 
science  program  will  enroll  through 
regular  Northwestern  admission 
procedures.  They  must  also  under- 
go a  medical  examination  adminis- 
tered by  a  physician  approved  by 
the  FAA.

Glenn  Gossett  and  Jerry  Dyes 
are  the  new  leaders  of  Northwest- 
ern State  University's  track  pro- 
gram, which  seeks  to  regain  a  spot 
among  the  elite  in  the  Gulf  States 
Conference. 

John  Thompson,  NSU's  head 
track  coach  since  1967,  recently 
resigned  to  become  head  football 
coach  at  Bossier  High  School. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
filled  his  position  with  Gossett,  the 
Demons'  highly  successful  football 
coach  and  athletic  director.  Gossett 
later  selected  Dyes,  head  coach  at 
Ray  High  School  in  Corpus  Christi, 
to  assist  him  in  track. 

"We're  gearing  ourselves  to  re- 
turning Northwestern  to  among  the 
best  in  the  GSC,"  said  Gossett,  "and 
I  think  we  will,  although  it  may 
take  a  little  time." 

Gossett  came  to  Northwestern  in 
1967  from  Southern  Methodist  Uni- 
versity where  he  assisted  with  foot- 
ball and  headed  the  track  program. 
SMU  won  the  Southwest  Confer- 
ence Freshman  championship  un- 
der Gossett. 

Dyes,  a  native  of  Shreveport,  has 
coached  at  Ray  High  since  1964  and 
produced  one  state  championship 
team  and  four  district  runnersup. 
He  graduated  in  college  from  Abi- 
lene Christian  where  he  set  re- 
cords in  the  long  jump,  triple  jump 
and  javelin. 

Although  Gossett  assumed  the 
track  position  late  in  the  summer, 
he  nevertheless  rounded  up  several 
hi^'hly  rated  prospect  to  blend/with 
the  rei.urnJng  nucleus  of  Thomp- 
son's final  team. 

They  are  already  working  for  the 
upcoming  cross  country  and  in- 
door seasons.

The  Demons,  in  overturning  an 
early  7-0  deficit,  rushed  for  539 
yards,  a  Gulf  States  Conference 
record,  and  amassed  30  first  downs, 
a  school  record. 

Quarterback  Mike  Pool  led  the 
way  with  149  yards  on  18  carries, 
while  halfbacks  Donald  Johnson 
and  Tommy  Wallis  added  124  and 
122  on  12  and  20  tries  respectively. 
Wallis  and  fullback  Richard  Ware 
each  scored  two  touchdowns.  John- 
son contributed  one  and  Al  Phillips 
scored  the  other,  on  a  33-yard  pass 
from  Pool.  Dennis  Wilkinson  kicked 
five  conversions,  and  Pool  ran  for 
one. 

Four  of  Northwestern's  touch- 
downs came  in  the  second  period 
when  it  chalked  up  a  28-7  advan- 
tage. 

The  Lions  scored  initially  fol- 
lowing a  fumble  recovery,  and  cut 
the  margin  to  28-21  with  two  TDs 
in  the  third  period. 

In  its  season  finale  last  year 
against  Southeastern  Louisiana, 
NSU  rushed  for  357  yards  and  Pool 
made  147,  which  represented  a 
school  record  for  quarterbacks. 
The  Demons  established  a  season 
record  for  rushing  in  1969. 

SFA  Second  Victim 

Northwestern  State  pushed  its 
record  to  2-0  by  nipping  Stephen 
F.  Austin  9-7  on  Dennis  Wilkinson's 
21-yard  field  goal  with  1:08  left  in 
the  game  at  Nacogdoches,  Tex. 

Wilkinson's  kick  climaxed  a  69- 
yard,  14-play  drive  that  originated 
when  linebacker  Larry  Gaudet  re- 
covered a  Lumberjack  fumble. 

The  Demons  scored  initially  in 
the  first  period  on  a  21-yard  pass 
from  Pool  to  Johnson,  but  Wilkin- 
son's point  kick  was  wide.  SFA 
scored  just  before  half  on  an  80- 
yard  run  by  Andy  Hopkins.  Paul 
Jackson  added  the  conversion. 

Ware  led  all  rushers  with  112 
yards  on  25  carries,  while  Wallis 
netted  105  on  14.
